HIRAM R. REVELS. 
The ee ema the Negro Sena- 
Or. 


{from the Leavenworth (Ka.) Commonwealth.) 

Most people have heard that for the first 
time im the history of the United States a 
colored Senator ha» been returned to the halls 
ot WasLiveton, and they have consequently 
wepdered whe and what manncr of man is 
Senator Huam R. Revela Every one does 
not know that bers a Leavenworth man, and 
that “hile here be was a minister of such 
scundalous proclivities that his own brethren 
anu flock turned upon bhw and forced him to 
seck oiber fields and pastures new. The out- 
lines of bis bistory we propose to give in as 
bref a space as possivile. 

Mr. Hirem R. Revels was born in the Btate 
of North Carolina, and we first hear of him at 
St. Louis, where he sueceeded his brother 
in the charge of a church, and where 
he became involved in @ desperate church 
not, wherein be himself was knocked down 
witha bottle, and in consequence of which 
about fifty arrests were made. For this he 
was dismissed from the chureh, aud took to 
echool teaching for a living. 

In 1564 he was again admitted into the 
eburch, and came to Lea\ enworth In 1565. 

In thie oy he speedily became, as pastor 

the M. E. Church, involved in a dispute 
with the elders in regard to some alleged mis- 
appropriation of the funds of the church. It 
was at this time that Mr. Jobn Morris, the 
barber who cow resides on Delaware street, 
end who is a man of much talent, published a 
pawphiet entitled “A Humbug,” in which he 
made specific allegations that Revels had 
plundered the church of the sum of #1,150, 
and bringing forward proof of the same. For 
this Revels, in the month of June, 1567, 
brought an action agaiust Morris for libel, 
which he lost, the jury bemg convinced of the 
truth of the alleganov. Thistrial was noticed 
at length in the Commerciol of the 25d of 
June, and the substance of it is contained jn 
the following paragiapb cut from our edition 
ot that date; 

“It is charged that the libel consisted in 
charging Revels with baving appropriated 
funds of the church. A large number of wit- 
nesses testified, and papers, account books, 
and other docaments were offered im evidence. 
The case was very ably conducted by the 
prosecution and defense, and after able and 
lengthy arguments to the jury was submitted 
tothem, The jory retired, and after being 
out six minutes, returned a verdict of not 
guilty, thus susteining the charges as made 
by the antbor of ‘A Hiambuy,’a little book, 
the merits of which, it scems, consisted in 
its beimg true.” 

Revels being thus acknowledged as guilty b 
his cwn people, left Leavenworth in the fal 
of 1867, and removed to Louisville, Reutucky, 
where, in consequence of a pamphict puh- 
lished in this place by John Morris, calling 
attention to his misdeeds, he removed ia the 
fall of 1868 to Natchez, Missiseippt. It must 
have been somewhere about this time that we 
hear of him at Memphis, but how 1 he 
rewalned there we know not. While in that 
‘ ny however, he assisted in the character of 
exborter at the banging of a man named 


Perry. In this, however, he only 
atticipated Herry Ward Reecher, Mrs. Stowe 
ond other remarkabic Radicals who have «@ 
sanctimonions relish for the horrible, and his 
instincts in this re«pect can hardly be deemed 
perverted but ecem to flow in the legitimate 
chanpel. 

The last we hear of the Rev. Mr. Revels is 
from Mississippi, of which state he is now 
elected Senator—to which hich office be ap 
pears to have been elevated uuder pecoliar 
cireumetances. He obtained no vote at the 
first ballot—was afterwards selected as a comn- 
promise between Messrs. Mygatt and Fiour- 
Oy; and be was principally chosen in order 


to catch the African vote, which in the State 


of Miss!sstppi has an immense majority. We 

shall watch the future of this interesting Sen- 

ator with the same precision with which we 
have recorded his past career.
